As tbo supreme court of the United 
States has decided the anti-lottery post 1 
law constitution al it is tbeir purpose to 
respect that law and abstain from violat- 
ing it in any manner. They are con- 
vinced that the granting of another lot- 
tery charter would 1)0 tho cause of con- 
tinued agitation and discord on tbo part 
of a number of citizens of Louisiana, 
and he aud bis associates would be un- 
willing to accept such charter even 
though it was given without tho pay- 
ment of $1 license tax.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, February 3.—The com- 


mittee on foreign relations report*? back 
adversely various anti-Ohineso bills in- 
troduced and referred at the present 
session and reported in lieu of them a 
bill continuing in force for toti years, the 
existing laws prohibiting and regulating 
the coming into this conntry of Chinese 
persons and persons of Chinese descent. 
Tho bill further provides that any Obi- 
neso or pereou of Chinese descent onco 
convicted and adjudged to be nofc law- 
fully entitled to remain !• the United 
Btatee, and having been removed aud 
subsequently convicted of a like offense, 
shall be imprisoned at hard labor for a 
period not exceeding air months, and 
afterward removed from tho country.

ments, atir to prevent bnrnine, and if 
ammonia is present you can smell i* in 
tbo rising steam, or place a can of the 
suspected powder top down on a hot 
Btove for a minute or two, then take off 
tho cover and smell. 


TO DETECT ALDM. 


Alum powder can be tested by putting 


ft ccuplo of teaapoonfals of tbe powder in 
a glasH of cold water. If no effervescence, 
that is, babbling or fiimmerine, tatee 
place, condemn the goods and retmn 
them at once.

INTERVIEWS WITH DELKGATK 


The Great Advantages of Snob 


Railroad to Thin County and 


City. 


Tho railroad convention at Bakersflel 


came to a close Tuesday evening, and th 
delegates representing Fresno thereat re- 
turned home yesterday. 


Captain H. D. Colson was seen by 


REPUBLICAN reporter and expressed him 
self as very much pleased witn the proj 
ect. In fact, he was quite enthusiastic 


'•Before I went down to Bakersfleld, 


he said, "I could not understand how 
Fresno could be benefited by helping tc 
build a railroad from BakereCeld to For 
Harford. I did not think it possible 
that Fresno would render any aseiitance 
and when I got there I told them that i 
Fresno wag expected to con tribute to the 
scheme under the conditions as I under 
stood them, their hopes would not be 
realized. I soon found out, however 
that the project was entirely differon 
from what I supposed, and I am now 
much more in favor of than I waa over 
opposed to it. 


"The road, as projected, will benefit 


Fresno and Tulare as well as Bakers 
field, and I hope the people of tbia 
county will earnestly interest themeolvei 
in it. It will start from Port Harford, 
in San Luis Oblapo county and go north' 
east, entering the San Jonquln valley via 
1'aao Kobles. At a point about thirty- 
3ve miles west of Xako Tulare will be 
;h« junction from which branches wil 
3e built to Fresno, Tulare and Bakers- 
leld. The distance from Fresno to the 
junction is about seventy-four mile 
rom Tulare seventy-eight miles and 
ibout tho same distance from Bakera- 
leld to the. junction. From Port Har- 
ord to the junction is ninety miles. 
Thus there will be about 800 miles of 
road to build, the cost of which will be 
between $4,500,000 and $5,000,000. 


"I have been to Port Uarford and 


bink it tho best harbor botweon San 
rrancisco and San Diego. Being an old 
Sailor I know of what I epeak, and in 
ome respects Port Harford IB superior 
:o San Francieco. Besides, the govern- 
ment is now constructing a break water 
at tbe former place, which will make it 
ftfer still. Thoro is room enough for a 
great tonnage. 


"Port Harford is the natural outlet for 


his county," continued Captain Colaon, 
'and'railroad connection with it would 
IB of inestimable benefit to Fresno. 
The 


oute as proposed could hardly bo more 
llrect and I believe that in time a trans- 
otitinental line would switch onto it. 
'ho Atchison might connect with it from 
he south, or some other road might pueh 
n over the Sierras and connect with tho 
idewater road In this city. 
Bakersfleld 


s waiting for a transcontinental, line aa 
roll na wo; now it is clear that H wo 
mild thin road to tidewater, no matter 
which g-ts a transcontinental road first, 
he other placo will benefit by it as well. 
"Then there ie another factor tu con- 


ilder. 
When tbo Nicaragua canal is 


uilt we will be some 203 miles nearer it 
dun Sun Francisco on account of this 
oad. Wo may ship our dried fruits to 
Jew York in about twenty-two days, 
nd our crain to Liverpool in twenty-four 
ays. The dried fruit would reach its 
ostinatlon in better condition than if 
t wore shipped auroea tho isthmus. As 
or our grain, why a produce exchange 
aiight be established at Port Harford, or 
most certainly would, whero we could 
oil it. 


"As to how tho cost of construction 


hould ba defrayed, most of tbe delegates 
wero of tho opinion that the counties in- 
oresltid should issue bonds, but thoro is 


"jnible doulitas to Lhu legality of 


nob. a pr needing. It was made ono of 
lie duties of tho executive committee, of 


which O. J. Woodward and niyeolf aro 
ncmbers, to consult tho best 
legal 


uthority in the state on this eubjoct. 


Local legal lights differ. Should ouch 


ctlon be legal immediate stepa should 
>o taken to carry out the project. Be- 
ides the advantages already enumerated, 
ae road will traverse tbe hi luminous 
ock beds and a country of rich agrlcul- 
iral possibilities. The name ot tho line 
ill bs the San Luis & San .Tonqula 
ailroad.

WASTE LAND ON LONG ISLAND. 


Hnmlrcdi of Thousands of AcrcK of Hi 


dcrclojicil Territory. 


It is perhaps needless to remind tli 


reader that there uro some 447,000 acres 
of waste lands ill Suffolk county, Louj 
Island. They are now covered %vitl 
stunted pines, scrub oak ami underbrush 
If tillable these barren acres are ndran 
tageously situated for the experiment o 
tulumzatioii. The question r.s to t'.uSr 
possible fertility has been answered hot" 
way:;, nufl it is rapidly appealing, if no 
nlrcudy deiuonelrnted, that those ivh 
denied their productiveness under prope 
cultivation have been -in error. Year 
ago Governor John A. Dis called tli 
attention of tho Nuw York SUito Agr 
cultural society to these hnids. 


Since Governor Dix wrote many sin 


cessful experiments in cultivation ( 
thcso lauds have confirmed bis judg 
incut. None of these can have more in 
tercst for tbo sociologist than that o 
the Bohemian colony, situated, midwa 
between Konkonkoma nud Sayville, ' 
what is now n fertile garden spot tb: 
hursts unexpectedly on Iho view—n 
oasis in a dcnso nnd dreary wilderness t 
dwarfed oaks ami prolific imderbtusl 
This community was formed a Bcore i 
years ago under circumstances tliewio 
unpromising. Near tbo picturesque 1; 
tic round lake called Itonkoukomu, 
deep that local legcml pronounces it u 
fathomable- und whoso outlet lias nev 
been discovered, lies Lakeland, ft hitlio 
to wild tract of scrub nnd furze, 
which it was proposed to establish 
colony. Among those who were i 
duccd to purchase land there in tho da 
when romantically worded advorti 
tncnts described it as an Eden, we 
UIM-O CwIjc-uiiuU families who had ar- 
rived in this country but o short time 
before. 


Tho hcada of these families wcro John 


Kertochvil, Joshua Wuvru nnd Joseph 
Houla. 
They wero honest, credulous 


folk, unfamiliar with the wiles of tbo 
"boomer," and they purchased their 
hmd unseen on bis representations. But 
when in the waning autumn they and 
their \vivcs and littlo ones buhuld Lake- 
laud, ita only harvest frost tiutcd^uu 
dried, crinkling leaves., their hopes sick- 
ened nnd they would have returned to 
Now York if they could. But they wcro 
without means lo support 1 heniselvcs iti 
the city. Hence, indifferent where it 
might bo found, they sought more prom- 
ising territory toward tbo south, and 
after wondering a distance of three miles 
they knelt in tho woods to implore di- 
vine direction. 
By commsn impulse 


they wcro moved to choose tho spot 
where they thus kw.lt aa tbo center of 
their settlement. 


The men plodded back to Lakeland, 


nud thence laboriously brought their 
personal effects, tho moro important of 
which wcro a canvas tent nnd a cooking 
stove. When shelter wns thus secured 
aud nu attempt mado to kindle a fire it 
was sorrowfully discovered that there 
was not a match in Iho colony; and all 
Bohemia laughs to tlfis day when tbe 
story is told of John Kertochvil seizing 
bis musket nnd luring tbo charge into 
tho grnto, Urns providentially kindling 
tho firo while running the risk of blow- 
ing tbe precious stove to pieces.
